Truman Asks Rayburn

WASHINGTON, June 19.—(4)—President Truman today waived 
the power to name his successor in the event of his death or dis- 
ability and asked congress to place the speaker of the house first 


in the succession line. 

The President’s message, deliv- 
ered after his departure on the 
first of a series of long aerial 
trips, evoked comments of ap- 
proval from Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats in both chambers. 


A few hours later, Sen. Bridges, 
Republican, New HampShire, in- 
troduced a bill following substan- 
tially the President’s suggestions. 

Republicans and Democrats 
glike applauded when the Presi- 
dent's message was read in the'| 
house. Speaker Sam Rayburn, 
Democrat. Texas, who would be}!

Mr. Truman said that the ques- 
tion of succession is of great im- 
portance now because there will 
be no elected vice president for 
nearly four years.

FINAL VOTE SOON 

Still to be disposed of are half 
dozen proposed amendments which 
stirred lengthy debate, but lead- 
ers were hopeful of a final vote 
on the legislation tomorrow. 

In any event, they considered 
that the main fight was over. The 
heart of the legislation is the ad- 
ditional tariff-slashing power. Oth- 
erwise, it provides simply for a 
three-year extension from June 12 
of the President’s authority to 
make reciprocal trade agreements. 

The original trade agreements 
law, in effect since 1934, gave the 
President power to negotiate the 
agreements and to reduce tariffs 
up to 50 per cent under the sched- 
ules of the 1930 Hawley-Smoot act, 
last Republican tariff law. 

Many of these schedules have 
now been reduced the allowable 
limit. Pointing to that, the ad- 
ministration asked the new tariff- 
cutting authority to give it fresh 
“bargaining ammunition” when 
making agreements. 

SMOOTH SAILING 

The legislation sailed smoothly 
through the house, where the di- 
vision was largely on party lines, 
but ran into trouble in the Senate 
Finance Committee. A 10-9 vote 
there recommended against allow- 
ing the new tariff-cutting power. 
Technically, the senate’s vote to- 
day rejected a committee-recom- 
mended amendment which would 
have removed the’ authority from 
the house-approved bill. 

When the senate quit for the 
day the business before it was an 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Shipstead, Republican, Minnesota, 
to forbid a reduction in duties on 
any agricultural product other 
than tobacco, sugar and flax. 
Shipstead said that under the 
trade agreements imports of agri- 
cultural products had increased 
while exports had not. 

Among other proposed amend- 
ments awaiting action is one by 
Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, of 
Wyoming, to require that all new 
trade agreements receive congres- 
sional approval before becoming 
effective.

‘Dunkirk 
At Hand, 
Tokyo Says 


Burning Bridges, 
Nipponese Admit 
Final Battle Begun 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(UP) 
Japan has burned her bridges be- 
hind her, her own seas are her 
final weapon and the nation al- 
ready is fighting her final battle, 
a Radio Tokyo spokesman said to- 
day in vowing that the empire 
would fight to the death. 

He compared Japan’s position 
to that of the British Isles after 
Dunkirk rather than to Germany’s 
immediately prior to the landings 
in northern France. He said the 
United States was making steady 
progress toward preparation for a 
“great landing operation against 
Japan” which, he predicted, would 
come within a few months. 

“The Japanese-American war 
can only be terminated through 
the ghastly landing operation of 
the American forces on the home- 
land of Japan,: where they will 
bury the mountains and rivers of 
Japan with their dead bodies and 
paint the beaches of Japan crim- 
son with their own blood,” the 
spokesman said. 

“DON’T WORRY” 

“Japanese residents overseas, 
please do not worry a bit,” he 
added. “Wait for the outcome of 
the decisive battles on the home- 
land, which may take place with- 
in a few months.” 

Enemy broadcasts predicted that 
the invasion of the mainland 
would be spearheaded by airborne 
troops and revealed that pam- 
phlets had been issued to the army 
and volunteer corps on methods of 
dealing with parachutist attack. 

Saido Iguchi, spokesman of the 
Japanese board of information, de- 
nied .in a broadcast recorded by 
the FCC that Japan had ever pro- 
posed peace negotiations with the 
United States and Britain. 
“WITHOUT FOUNDATION” 
Reiterating a statement on the 
same subject last May 21, Iguchi 
said that such reports were “en- 
tirely without foundation” and 
“there is no need to state that Ja- 
pan’s policy and aim will not 
change or waver in the slightest 
degree.” 

Discussing the “no-surrender” 
stand, another Tokyo broadcast 
said that in the European war 
both contending forces made mass 
surrenders involving thousands of 
troops “when the local war situa- 
tion took an adverse turn against 
either of them.” 

“This organized mass surrender 
is a strange phenomenon which 
is beyond the comprehension of 
the Japanese nation,” the Tokyo 
broadcast said. But it admitted 
that “there may be some excep- 
tions to the millions of Japanese 
soldiers who know nc surrender.”

Japs Leap Off Okinawa Cliffs 
As Americans Split Remnants

Isle’s Fall Seen Hourly 
As Naval Bombardment 
Speeds Marines to Tip 


GUAM, Wednesday, June 20.— 
(UP)—Scores of panicky Japanese 
soldiers began jumping off Oki- 
nawa island’s 100-foot dead-end 
cliffs as the U. S. Marines swept 
across the southern coast, splitting 
the last Jap remnants into two 
small pockets. 

As enemy resistance rapidly 
weakened and the fall of the vital 
island was expectedly hourly, three 
fleets of more than 450 Superfor- 
tresses struck Japan again, heap- 
ing 3,000 tons of fire bombs on the 
industrial cities of Shizuoka, Fu- 


kuoka and Toyohashi today in the 
month’s eighth devastating assauit 
on the enemy’s war factary cen- 
ters. 

On Okinawa, a terrific bombard- 
ment of the massed forces of the 
Pacific fleet Monday helped clear 
the path for the Marines of the 
Third Amphibious Corps to storm 
their way down the western coast 
in an all-out push to the tip of 
the island. 

FALL EXPECTED HOURLY 

Battleships, cruisers, destroyers 
and small ships of the fleet moved 
close in offshore and hurled thou- 
ands of shells into the tiny 
pdéckets where the last Japanese 
were trapped. 

The fall of the vital air base 
island on Japan’s doorstep was ex- 
pected hourly after 80 days of the 
bloodiest fighting in the Pacific 
war. 

The Americans cut through the 
Japanese kets in so many.di- 
rections Tuesday that land and 
sea artillery was ordered stopped, 
for fear of hitting the Marines and 
soldiers. Adm. Nimitz announced 
that “the end of the battle was 
imminent.” 


AVENGING BUCKNER’S DEATH 

Battling for final conquest of 
the largest land mass yet wrested 
from Japanese possession, U. S. 
10th Army troops surged ahead 
in all sectors, 

The Americans fought forward 
bitterly, to avenge the death of 
Lt. Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckner, 
Tenth Army commander, killed 
by a Jap shell burst as he watched 
his forces advance Monday. 

The B-29s’ three-pronged raid in- 
creased to at least 20,500 tons the 
total weight of bombs cascaded on 
Japan this month—3,500 tons less 
than the monthly record set in 
May. Approximately 3,170 Super- 
fortresses have been out this 
month. 

13 CITIES BURNED OUT 


Attacking at low level in the 
| predawn darkness at 4 a. m. today 
Maj. Gen. Curtis E. Lemay’s ar- 
'madas inflicted new devastation

Roar Welcome to ‘Ike’ 


NEW YORK, June 19,.—(#)—New York City took General of the 


Army Dwight D. Eisenhower to i 


ts heart today and outdid itself in 


showering on him a rousing, emotional welcome. 


The greatest crowds the 
tropolis has ever seen—estimated 
by police at more than 7,000,000, 
or about twice the size of all Unit- 
ed Nations forces in Europe at the 
peak of the war—turned out to 
pay tribute to the Kansas boy 
who directed America’s mightiest 
military success. 

The overall crowd total includ- 
ed repeaters, who ran from one 
Vantage point to another. 

The modest hero told more than 
2,000,000 persons jammed around 
city hall: 

“If we are going to live the 
years of peace, we must be strong 
and we m&t be ready to co-oper- 
ate in the spirit of true tolerance 
and forbearance.” 

“WE MUST BE STRONG” 

Eisenhower, who received a spe- 
cial city medal and honorary citi- 
zenship in the city, received an 
e@vation when he asserted: 

“It isn’t enough that we devise 
every kind of international ma- 
chinery to keep the peace. We 
must also be strong ourselves. 
Weakness cannot co-operate with 
anything. Only strength can co- 
operate.” 

From LaGuardia field to Cen- 
tral park, along flag-bedecked 
Fifth avenue and lower Broadway, 
at city hall and at the Polo 
Grounds, cheering men, women 
and children expressed their grati- 
tude to the supreme Allied com-

“The average home owner in 
Georgia during the past four years 
has been forced by labor and ma- 
terial shortages, or has voluntarily 
consented for patriotic reasons, to 
forego much needed repairs and 
improvements on his home,” he 
said. 

“To finance $1,500 over an 18- 
month period would require re- 
tirement of the debt at nearly $100 
per month inciuding all loan 
charges, insurance, etc. This is an 
extremely heavy burden to place 
upon the average home owner.”

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2,000 Traps Placed in State 
To Mop Up Japanese Beetles 


While GIs set traps for the Japs overseas, C. H. Alden, state ento- 
mologist, is campaigning against the Jap menace on the home front 


in Georgia. 
Alden reported yesterday that a 


grand total of 2,000 traps for Jap- 
anese beetles have oeen distributed 


over the state, and the mopping 
up will be carried out in August 
with high-powered spray guns 
shooting 500 pounds of concentrat- 
ed lead arsenic per acre of infested 
terrain, 

Co-operative action by the fed- 
eral and state bureaus of entymol. 
ogy has blunted the insect offen- 
sive in Georgia, ee said, and 
the state has suffered economic 
damage from the beetle to date. 
But potentialdamage, such as that 
inflicted on New Jersey and other 
states, is a serious threat warrant- 
ii.g stringent measures now being 
taken, he said. 


Airplanes as well as trucks and 
box-cars have been known to trans- 
port the stowaway pests. One bee- 
tle recently was found at the air- 
port in Savannah, according tc the 
chief beetle-baiter. 

The small but destructive in- 
sects are most dangerous in fruit- 
growing sections, although they 
have been known to attack as 
many as 300 species of plants. 
They shun evergreens, but their 
tastes range from rose bushes to 
apple orchards. 

Spearheads of the counterattack 
against the Jap beetle are in At- 
lanta, where 675 traps have been 
set; Augusta, 300; East Point, 100, 
and Toccoa, 100. These are term- 
ed control areas because they have 
been found to be the greatest 
strongholds o- the enemy. In Geor- 
gia the foreign pest first was dis- 
covered in Lakewood in 1936. 

Since June 4, this year, traps 
Lave been put out in 30 towns, the 


‘majority being classified scouting 


areas. Newest additions to the 
group are Cornelia and Clayton, 
both in fruit sections and both in 
the northern part of the state and 
therefore threatened by invasion 
of the beetle from North and South 
Carolina. Middle Georgia has been 
found relatively free.

“All the wives I talked with 
can speak English, some without 
a trace of an accent.-As a matter 
of fact, most Polish, Russian, Iran- 
ian and Armenian women the GIs 
court over here can speak two or 
three languages fluently. 

LEARN ENGLISH QUICKLY 

“They seem to learn to speak 
English rapidly, too. One GI start- 
ed teaching his Polish girl friend 
English two years ago—she could 
speak Russian, German and Pol- 
ish but not a word of English— 
and now she speaks the latter like 
a native.

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Oil Disrupting 
Disposal Plant 
In Marietta 


MARIETTA, June 19.—Billions 
of workers at the Marietta sewer- 
age disposal plant are being killed 
every minute, threatening to dis- 
rupt the disposal system, because 
someone is dumping motor oil into 
city sewers. 

No, the perishing workers aren't 
human beings—they’re the resi- 
dents of the city’s bacteria colony, 
which do the work of liquifying 
and decontaminating solid siattar 
in the sewers, so that the refuse 
can be processed at the plant and 
can be dumped as harmless waste 
into Cobb county streams, 


“We can't get rid of sewerage if 
our bacteria are all killed—they ' 
do the work!” explains City Engi- | 
neer McDonald Lawrence. 

C. M. Harrison, Cobb county 
Sanitarian, says the casualties are 
there are| 
countless billions of bacteria in’ 
every cubic inch of the refuse in 
the sewer system. Motor oil is a 


powerful antiseptic, he said. 
_Lawrence said that no Marietta 
filling station or garage is respon- 
sible, because each station has 
methods of disposing of motor oil 
so that none of it gets into the 
sewer system. There is a city 
ordinance against putting oil into 
the sewers. 

If all the bacteria are killed— 
and they will be if the dumping 
isn’t stopped—it will make for an 
unsanitary condition in the city 
and county, the. engineer pointed 
out. Raw sewerage will be dump- 
ed into rivers and streams while 
the city undertakes the expensive 
task of cleaning out the entire 
system.

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No Time To Gag the OWI 


Gen. Eisenhower is authority for the 
statement that if congress abolished the 
OWI (Office of War Information) in Eu- 
rope, the Army will have to take over the 
job in occupation areas and either the 
State Department or Foreign Economic 
Administration in the liberated regions. 


The Army, he says, would prefer not to 
do this. A senate subcommittee has re- 
stored the money, but the senate and 
house must act.

To Change the Line of Succession? 


Declaring that an elective officer 
should be next in line, President Harry 
Truman has asked congress to change the 
order of succession to the presidency to 
provide that the speaker of the house 
should take over should anything happen 
to him. 


Under the present law, if anything 
happens to a vice president who has suc- 
ceeded to the presidency, the secretary of 
state—an appointive official—becomes the 
nation’s chief executive. 

There has been much discussion since 


President Roosevelt’s death of the anom- 
alous situation in which this nation would 
find itself should a similar fate overtake 
President Truman during the next four 
years. Nor is the importance of the ques- 
tion lessened by the fact that the new 
President plans a number of lengthy plane 
flights. 


President Truman’s suggestion is a 
timely one. Whether or not congress fol- 
lows his proposals to the letter, it is a sub- 
ject upon which debate and action of some 
sort is indicated.

The Voice of 
America Must Be Heard 


A fellow named Joe Kamp, who seems to be 

of the Gerald K. Smith school of thought, has 

‘ | issued a booklet attacking the OWI (Office of 
War Information). 

It is just a coincidence the booklet appeared almost on the day 
when Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, and other high-ranking Army and 
Navy officials, came out in support of OWI and its work. 

So, congress has the choice of taking the word of the Joe Kamp 
propagandists and of Gerald K. Smith or that of Gen. Eisenhower 
and the Army staff. A senate subcommittee yesterday chose the 
general. 

I have an idea the average citizen hasn’t paid much attention 
to OWI. This was reflected in the house, which practically abol- 
ished it by cutting the appropriation down to a point which makes 
it impossible. for OWI to function in Europe. 

I assume OWI has made some mistakes and undoubtedly it hired 
an occasional man or woman who didn’t measure up what was 
needed. But, on the whole, the record is not merely magnificent— 
it is the first time in our history that America has had a voice 
in Europe. 

Every man who has worked as a foreign correspondent knows 
that our embassy staffs are terrified by reporters. Our consuls are 
reporter-shy, and so are our ministers. But a foreign correspondent 
could always find a press attache at the British embassy who was 
good for a Scotch highball and as much discussion as needed about 
British affairs and the British “viewpoint” on world affairs and 
events. The British “viewpoint” has always found its way into 
print, and since radiv came along it has found its way on the air. 
This has been done intelligently and persistently and it has paid 
great dividends to the British Empire. 

But, let poor J. Dinkey Bhoy, minister to Syria, give out an 
interview to foreign correspondents on what he thinks the American 
viewpoint is on some important matter and J. Dinkey Bhoy gets 
an official bawling out and is lucky not to be called back home 
for a gpanking and maybe a pink slip. 

We never have had a voice in Europe, 


a ~ Now, i’ just happens I saw OWI at work 
America S Voice in a number of foreign countries only a 
few months ago. So, I write from personal experience. Not heresay. 

Let’s take Turkey, for instance. The Turks know more about 
America today than they ever knew before. They know it be- 
cause under a fellow name William Kugeman, an OWI staff has 
worked at the job. 

In Istanbul, Turkey, I saw hundreds of persons pour into the 
OWI offices to see displays of pictures, lithographs and illustra- 
tions of American life. I recall an exhibition on American hous- 
ing and a picture of a house in Savannah, Ga., along with others 
from over the nation. 

I saw a small “theater” (a large room with kitchen chairs) fill 
up twice a day to see films about American life ... our effort at 
war, our factories, our towns, our recreation, our people. 

The Turkish newspapers were printing a great lot of American 
material. So much so, in fact, the Turkish government felt it had 


to restrict them on #he amount they could use. 

Egypt In Egypt and the Middle East the OWI was in charge of 
John Snedekar, who had been a New York advertising 

man. His chief assistant was Wells Gaynor, a North Carolina news- 

paperman. 

They were doing a job equally intelligent with the one done 
in Turkey. 

Their offices were busy each day sending out translations of 
American speeches; editorials from American newspapers; com- 
ment by columnists and radio commentators—all requested by the 
newspapers of Egypt and that region. 

They got photographs, interpretations, all factually done, and 
they got a picture of this country they never had before. They 
could come, and did come, to ask about our elective processes, our 
courts, our tenures of office, our lynchings, our Hollywood divorces 
and crimes. They got an explanation of that, too. 

America was getting more than valre received out of her OWI 
a value which will last a long time. 

There is another illustration. I happened to be in Melbourne, 
Australia, when Mr. Roosevelt died. That day there was a heavy 
demand, in Melbourne and Sydney, on the OWI libraries for in- 
formation about Harry S. Truman and Mr. Roosevelt. The result 
was Australian newspapers did a magnificent job in covering not 
merely the death of Mr. Roosevelt, but the political meaning, the 
method of succession, and why it was the entire government did 
not have to be reformed. 

It seems the height of short-sighted folly for this country to 
have participated in a world war and then, because of thoughtless- 
ness and lack ot knowledge, kill off one of this nation’s most valu- 
able assets in Europe. 

When the war ends and OWI is out-moded, we will make a great 
error if we do not establish at each embassy, legation and minister’s 
office a press attache and a library of factual information and

Do Blind Eyes See 
Nothing Save Night? 


Somehow, there is a certain feeling of delicacy 
which restrains one from asking questions about 
a physical disability of friends so handicapped. 


You try, when with such people, to talk and act oblivious of their 


physical difference. 

I have a number of good friends who are blind, for instance. 
There is one question I have often wondered over, about the blind, 
yet have never had the boldness, perhaps audacity, to ask of these 
who know. 

Perhaps, if I ask the question here, some of my blind friends 
will send me the answer. 

The question is, when eyes are blind do they gaze, always into 
nothing but blackness, complete dark, or are there lights and colors 
and’ visions, though false, which dance across their inner sight? 

I’ll tell you why I have wondered. It is, partly, the story of a 
newspapermen of long years ago who lost his sight by cataract. 
His name was Annesley Burrowes. I knew him nearly 40 years ago. 


When I knew him his sight ‘had not completely gone. If you 
stood before him, even silently, he could tell whether you were 
man or woman, at a distance of two or tHree feet. He could man- 
age to read large type if he held it within an inch of his eyes. He 
wore those very thick-lensed glasses to do this. 

He was very independent. He had retired from his newspaper 


‘ * . s 
work some years before I knew him, but was running a business, 


even nine-tenths blind, that brought him a very comfortable liveli- 


hood. 

: It was some years after I last saw Burrowes, 
Magazine Story and I hadn't thought of him in quite a while, 
when one day I picked up the new issue of The Saturday Evening 
Post and found therein an article with his by-line. It was titled, 
“The Advantages of Being Blind.” 

Naturally, I read it with special and peculiar interest. 

In that article he told how he had, by then, become completely 
blind. 

He had made himself a home in a little country cottage, facing 
a lake. He had one servant, a man, who cooked his meals, kept his 
house clean and neat and otherwise performed those services a 
blind man can’t possibly do for himself. 

But Burrowes told how he had, gradually, learned to know 
every inch of his surroundings. He knew the paths through the 
woods, knew every roughness, every exposed tree root and every 
stone. He could walk about his little world without help, freely and 
confidently. He could sit on the bank of the lake and fish, baiting 
his own hook and landing the fish he caught. He shaved himself 
and, with his man to steer, could handle the paddle of his canoe. 

There were many things he could do for himself, astonishingly 
many. And he wrote that, even though blind, he was for the first 
time in his life happy and contented. That his life was good and 
he asked nothing better than to finish it as he was. 
little annuity which was ample to provide his simple wants. 

Then he began to tell of the special ad- 


some Advantages vantages he. had found in his blindness. 


I remember he wrote that, if there was much of the beautiful he 
could no longer see, there was, likewise, much ugliness he didn’t 
have to look upon. 

He said, for instance, he might miss the sight of a beautiful 
woman but, as he remembered his former days, for every woman 
who was a delight to look upon there were a dozen who were 
greater or lesser offenses to the observing eye. Cynical, wasn't he? 

He told how, when occasionally he journeyed to the city not 
far from his home to hear a concert, he could enjoy and appreciate 
the music far better because he could not see the audience or the 
artists. 

“Imagine the joy,” he wrote, or words to this effect, “‘in listening 
to a grand symphony without having to see the antics of the con- 
ductor!” 

Or, when listening to a woman concert artist, he always pic- 
tured them as lovely to see as their voices were to hear. “And,” 
he commented, “you know this is rarely ever true in actuality.” 

Then he talked of the magnificent visions he saw with his 
blind eyes as he rested in the shade of a great tree that grew in 
front of his cottage. 

He described gorgeously magnificent spectacles of changing 
lights, of panoramas of breath-taking spectacle, of prismatic colors 
that entranced with splendor. Always, he said, there was some al- 
luring vision he saw, never darkness, be it day or night in the ma- 
terial world he could not see. 

And I have wondered, ever since, if all the blind see these 
visions described by my old friend, or whether they were peculiar 
to his case. Are they?

Senator George 
In a Cabinet Post? 


WASHINGTON—Some of Sen. Walter F. 

George’s more influential friends in the state 

ie have sought to dissuade him from accepting the 

secretaryship of the treasury, in the event President Truman should 
tender him the important cabinet post. . 

In urging him not to take the appointment his friends are guided 
by the thought that, as chairman of the powerful Senate Finance 
Committee, he is in far better position to shape financial policies 
of the government than he would be if he were head of the Treasury 
Department. 

That seems to be a mistaken conclusion. While it is true that 
the Georgia senator, by virtue of his committee chairmanship, is 
in a position to wield a tremendous influence in shaping the future 
tax and fiscal policy of the government, it does not necessarily 
hold that this influence would be weakened by his leaving the 
senate to enter the cabinet. 

On the other hand, it seems more logical to suppose that his 
position would be strengthened by the treasuryship. As head of 
the money department of the government, it would be within his 
province not only to frame and recommend the national policy with 
respect to taxation, but also to execute and administer any laws 


passed on the subject. 

Dual Role In other words, he would play a dual role in the 
determination of the nation’s tax policy as secretary 

of the treasury, whereas as Senate Finance Committee chairman he 

is charged only with responsibility for writing the law. 

To argue that the senator’s position would be weakened by 
entering the cabinet is to say that his influence is derived solely 
from his chairmanship of the important senate committee. That is 
not the case. 


: ; : Sen. George is a domi- 
Authority on Financial Matters sh; (corse, Sine shup. 
ing tax legislation chiefly because of his thorough knowledge of 
the subject. For some years he has been recognized as the fore 
most expert in congress on tax and fiscal affairs. Always a pro- 
found student, he has made a close study of the tax question ever 
since he was first placed on the finance committee at the beginning 
of his senatorial service some 23 years ago. 


No member of congress can claim to speak with as much author- 
ity as he on this matter. He is so recognized by his colleagues. 


That being true, it would not seem to matter a great deal 
whether he was speaking as chairman of the finance committee or 
as secretary of the treasury in presenting his ideas about taxation. 
But, if there is any difference in the authority of the two offices, 
the weight should be on the side of the Treasury. 

The senate has followed the Georgia senator’s lead in tax legis- 
lation not merely because of his chairmanship. It has done so out 
of recognition of his expert standing. He wouldn’t be any the less 
of an expert if he were secretary of the treasury.

Many 
of Sen. George’s friends in the administration have told him that 
they are confident the post will be offered him. 

Still another factor in the senator’s favor is the absence of a 
representative of the southeastern states in the cabinet. The late 
President Roosevelt selected three from the area in his origina! cabi- 
net. President Truman is expected to have at least one and prob- 
ably two. These are the states which form the backbone of the 
Democratic party and anything less would be unappropriate.

MANILA, Wednesday, June 20. 
(?\—Under cover of a furious ar- 
tillery barrage, Maj. Gen. Robert 
S. Beightler’s 37th Division span- 


ned the Cagayan river of northern 
Luzon in assault boats Monday 
and sped northward for a total 
gain of 13 miles, liberating the 
town of Naguilian. 

The advance, announced by Gen. 
MacArthur. in today’s communi- 
que, placed the Buckeye division 
within three miles of Ilagan, city 
of 30,000 and capital of Isabela 
provi..ce. 

Japanese casualties continued 
heavy as the Americans drove up 
the productive Cagayan valley. 
They totaled more than 1,600 dead 
and nearly 500 prisoners in the 

past week. 

Monday’s swift advance placed 
forward units of the 37th Division 
within 113 road miles of Aparri, 
enemy-held port at the northern 
tip of Luzon, which was strafed 
again by P-T boats of the Seventh 
Fleet. The speedy little units fired 
on gun positions and drew 75 mil- 
limeter counter fire from Japanese 
shore batteries, 

Australian forces on northwest- 
ern Borneo meanwhile advanced 
in all sectors, driving closer to the 
Seria oil fields. 

Infantrymen mopping up in the 
newly captured area south of the 
Cagayan river killed nearly 200 
Japanese and captured 447, one of 
the rare 
number of prisoners exceeded the 
enemy dead. Many of the prison- 
ers were Formosan troops, not 
usually found holding frontline 
positions.

Plans for a $13,450 preliminary 
erosion control program at Kolo- 
moki state park, in Early county, 
near Blakely, were. outlined by 
Nelson Shipp, assistant commis-

Shipp said the project had been 
drawn by Emmet L. Hill, land- 
scape architect of the State Parks’
